Woman’s 


Guide to the UN 


FROM TWO STANDPOINTS 
this reporter feels obliged to take 
exception to the remarks of Mrs. 
Oswald B. Lord to the annual 
convention of the National Coun- 
cil of Negro Women in Wank 
ington last Thursday. 

Mrs. Lord is the Peebhiswer 
Administration’s representative 
on the United Nations ninth Gen- 
eral Assembly's Commission on 
Human Rights. 

Her address to Negro women 
concerns me because, in the first 
place, as this newspapers UN 
correspondent I am 
the false picture she gave of what 
is actually occurring in the world 
organization; and, more import- 
antly, because as one whose 
mother devoted a not inconsid- 
erable portion of her life and 


energies to the organization of 


Negré women in the struggles 
for first-class citizenship, I fear 


that an uncritical acceptance of 
“Mrs. Lord’s version could undo 


much of the labor of my mother 
and the great majority of Ne- 
gro women, North and South, 
who daily live this struggle as a 
part of their normal wy of life. 


AT THE OUTSET, in offer-
